which their creative workaday tasks have developed and 
disciplined their mental powers for effective action. Wit- 
ness the process at work in the case of Robert Durbin. 

The story starts in the little Pennsylvania town on the 
Mononjrehela River where he was born: his fourteen-hour- 
a-tlay job as a boy; then $7 per week with the village news- 
liane'r:' then five years of advanced journalistic chores in 
Pittsburg, later foreman of a printing shop. California then 
lured him with a newspaper prospect in which he hoped to 
share ownership; but that fluked, and he returned to Penn- 
sylvania to pick tin a building lot he had won in an ad- 
writing contest. He became advertising manager for the 
Altoona Gazette, thence to John Wanamaker in Philadel- 
phia for catalog and other special advertising work. 

From John Wanamaker's he went to Wanamaker and 
Brown (Oak Hall) as big boss in advertising and after a 
year or so accepted a similar berth at William H. Wana- 
maker's. That was succeeded by a tenure at Marks Broth- 
ers (wasn't that, at the northwest corner of 8th and Arch 
Streets?) and also at Blum Brothers, which was not the 
same concern as the Blum Store of these days. 

This kind of an account stirs a sort of nostalgia, for 
there must be manv who remember through the mist of the 
vears that old 8th Street shopping section. Marks Brothers, 
Schoenoman Brothers (is that spelling correct, Mr. D?), 
Partridge and Richardson. Cooper and Conrad, Haines Bros, 
(before* Gimbels). el al. Most stalwart of all. however, was 
the well-rooted store of Strawbridge and Clothier, where 
Mr. Durbin finally arrived in 1005. to stay as advertising 
director until his retirement two years ago, a span of near- 
ly fortv vears. 

There is no desire to palaver our friend unduly (observe 
that is has not been said, as it could be. that he resem- 
bles Woodrow Wilson), but there is a persistent memory in 
this cranium of the handsome typography and decorous 
diction which characterized the S. and C. publicity when 
Mr. Durbin took hold. Tt was the kind of advertising theme 
which fortified the Quaker owners of the sturdy store as an 
integral part of the familv life of the city and its environs, 
conservative, reliable and trustworthy beyond peradventure. 
It was highlv interesting institutional propaganda while 
Philadelnhians may debate as to which large store leads the 
local list in popular favor, no one presumes to put S. and C. 
lower than Number 2. Many women accord it the first 
nlace of all, and Mr. Durbin need not be too modest in re- 
flecting on his substantial contribution to this high mer- 
cantile estate. 

One should be reluctant to call our noteworthy neighbors 
part of the great American book the chapter of the hard 
climb, even it might appear so, but he would be the first 
to break his reserve and say there was a fine compensating 

jov of achievement in every step he made.

THIS LIMTTED space has been used with many pertinent 
facts yet to be said, some of them perhaps more significant 
than those mentioned. Hence it must suffice for the pres- 
ent to felicitate Mr. Durbin on his long and honorable ca- 
reer of impressive endeavor.

Democracy Here 
Is Asked By 
Nesei Hero 

A plea for "Democracy at 
Home - * was made before the Nar- 
berth Woman's Community Club 
Tuesday afternoon by Ben Kuroki, 
U. S. Army Air Forces hero of 
Japanese extraction. 

Kuroki, a veteran of S8 combat 
missions over Europe and Japan, 
is making a nation-wide speaking 
tour — "His 59th Mission" — in a 
fight against race prejudice. He 
is a student at the University of 
Nebraska. 

"Statistics gathered by J.* Ed- 
gar Hoover proved that not one 
Japanese-American, either before 
or after Pearl Harbor, had any 
part in sabotage,' Kuroki said. 

"When I first entered the Ar- 
my, I found some prejudice. I 
got overseas and served with a 
bomber crew which included a 
Polish-American, a German-Amer- 
ican, and a full-blooded Indian. 
We all got along fine," Kuroki 
pointed out, "and it is through 
such understanding as we built 
up that we must base our methods 
for world peace.' 

He stated that he considers this 
tour his o9th mission and the most 
important of all he has served. 

He stressed how as a Nebraska 
farm boy he had no knowledge of 
Japan, and when the time came 
for him to bomb his mother's 
hometown, he had little idea of 
where it was. 

His friends, he recalled, used to 
kid him about his lack of knowl- 
edge about his family's country, 
but he added, "America is my 
country and the only one about 
which I am concerned."

Exceptions Filed 
Against Decision 
Of Judge Knight 

Exceptions were filed this 
week to the decision of Judge 
Harold G. Knight of Mont- 
gomery County Court giving 
Ephraim J. Frankel, Lower 
Merion builder, the right to 
proceed with the construction 
of a six-story apartment 
house at Old Lancaster ltd. 
and Latches Lane in Merion.

Hall, solicitor of the Merion 
Civic Association, said Ihc 
case wouid be appealed to the 
State Supreme Court. 

Other parties, the Bala- 
Cynwyd Neighborhood Club, 
the Town.sh.ip of Lower Meri- 
,on and Albert C. Barnes,; 
wealthy art patron, whose j 
museum is only a stone's] 
throw from the apartment 
house site, are expectedj to 
join in the appeal to Pennsyl- 
vania's Highest court. 

Judge Knight handed down his 
27-page opinion after more than 
a year during 1 which hearings 
were held by Lower Morion's 
Board of Commissioners and 
Board of Zoning Adjustments and 
finally in court at Norristown. 

Some of Lower Merion's most 
prominent residents of Merion, 
Bala and Cynwyd; various town- 
ship civic groups, and the town- 
ship government itself were pitted 
against Frankel in the case. 

Judge Knight not only dismiss- 
ed the bill in equity to keep 
Frankel from building Merion 
Plaza Apartments with its SO 
apartment units, but the Court 
placed the costs on the plaintiffs, 
the Township of Lower Merion, 
the Merion Civic Association, the 
Bala-Cynwyd Neighborhood Club, 
Albert C. Barnes, Joseph D. Mal- 
kin and Viola V. Malkin. 

Poitning out. that Frankel, the 
defendant, acted in good faith, 
Judge Knight declared in his de- 
cision: 

"The defendant having properly 
applied for and received a build- 
ing permit and having made ex- 
penditures and incurred substan- 
tial obligations pursuant thereto, 
has acquired such a right as may 
not legally be intereferred with 
by an amendment of a zoning or.

dinance which would prohibit the 
erection of a building which would 
have been permitted under the 
original ordinance. 

"The amendment to the ordi- 
nance purporting to reclassify the 
property here in question from 
R-5 Residence District to R-3 Res- 
idence District, whereby multiple 
dwellings would be excluded there- 
from, is arbitrary and unreason- 
able, and as to defendant is dis- 
criminatory and confiscatory, and 
as it bears no substantial or rea- 
sonable relation to the public 
health, safety, morals or general 
welfare, is an invalid exercise of 
the police power, and as such is 
unconstitutional and void." 

After a reading of the Court's 
opinion Attorney Hall declared: 

"Although Judge Knight's deci- 
sion represents firm and reasoned 
judicial conclusions, it also ex- 
pressed the viewpoint of some peo- 
ple who are constitutionally op- 
posed to zoning. If this viewpoint 
was sustained throughout courts 
there would be little need for zon- 
ing." 

Frankel entered into an agree- 
ment with Max H. and Mollie 
Rothstein on April 25. 1045. fori 
purchase of the apartment house | 
sil.r for flJj.oOO. It consisted of! 
three and one-half acres and a 
large single residence and garage 
Prior to entering into the agree- 
ment Frankel was told by the 
real estate agent and by Lower 
Merion's Superintendent of Build 
ing Inspection that zoning of the 
property permitted construction of 
an apartment house. 

On .May M. 1945, the Merion 
Civic Association passed a resolu 
tion authorizing its officers "to 
take any and all necessary steps 
to prevent the orection of the pro 
posed apartment house." 

On June 13, 1945, a large num 
ber of residents in the vicinity 
of the proposed Merion Plaza 
Apartment filed a petition with 
Lower Morion Commissioners ask 
ing that 'he zoning be reclassified 
as an R-3 residence district which 
would prohibit construction of the 
building. On the same day 
Frankel asked for a building per- 
mit and paid the required fee for 
such a permit, $510. This was 
followed by an appeal to Mont- 
gomery County Court, June 25. 
1945, asking for a temporary., in- 
junction to restrain Lower Mcr- 
icn's building superintendent from 
istuing the permit. 

At the order of the Court on 
July 16, 1945, the building super- 
intendent in Lower Merion issued 
a building permit. 

After public hearings in July 
the township commissioners 
amended the Township's Zoning 
Code and changed the zoning clas 
sification if the apartment house 
site from an R-5 residence district 
to R-3 district 

On August 28. 1945, Frankel 
made settlement for the property 
and thref days later he moved a 
steam shovel onto the property 
and started digging. But later in 
the day he stopped digging on the 
advice of his counsel. 

Plans for the apartment house 
call for six stones with an exter- 
ior of buc, iron spot brick over a 
structure of steel block. The 
building throughout will be fire 
and vermin proof. The garage 
will accommodate 65 automobiles 
and the entrance will not be visi- 
ble from the street. Three auto 
matic elevators will be provided 
ard there will be facilities for the 
disposal of rubbish and garbage. 
Apartments will vary in size from 
three to nine rooms. 



Judge Knights Decision 
In Township ps. Frankel 

Editor's Note — Excerpts from the decision of 
Judge Harold G. Knight in the case of Lower 
Merioto Township, Merion Civic Association, Albert 
C. Barnes, Joseph D. Malkin, Viola Malkin and 
Bala-Cynwyd Neighborhood Club versus E. J. 
FranVel. The Court's decision dismissed the bill in 
equity which would have prevented the defendant 
from erecting a six-story apartment house at Old 
Lancaster Rd. and Latches Lane in Merion. 



Rotary Speaker 

A. E. Hickerson, president of 
Philadelphia Suburban Newspa 
■^&, Inc., was guest speaker at 
the regular weekly meeting of the 
Ardmore Rotary held last Thurs- 
day afternoon at the Haverford 
Court Hotel. 
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"Stated broadly the doctrine of "vested rights" as it may be pertin- 
ent in this case, is that where an applicant has received a permit to 
erect a building of a kind permitted by existing ordinances, and has 
proceeded to act under that permit, he thereby acquires a vested 
property right which will be protected by x the constitution, primarily 
on the theory that to disturb such right would be to deprive the holder 
thereof of his property without due process of law . . . 

"... Further, when defendant demonstrated he was prepared to 
go ahead with his operation, the plaintiff again caused a halt with its 
bill and rule for preliminary injunction, coupled with the suggestion 
that if work were not voluntarily stopped, the authority of the police 
might'bc invoked . . . 

"Thus, it appears, that had not the plaintiff township taken these 
steps to prevent further operations, defendant might well have pro- 
ceeded at least until an injunction were served upon him. 

"Plaintiffs contend that defendant's actions show lack of good faith 
on his part, and that he was 'out to beat' the amendment to the zoning 
ordinance. However, we do not agree that Mr. Frankcl's conduct has 
been such as (o show an absence of good faith. 

"In the first place, it is definitely established that prior to con- 
cluding negotiations for purchasing the property in question, he in- 
quired not only of the real estate agent, but of the Superintendent ol 
Building Inspection himself, a& to the classification as R-5 residence 
district. Having satisfied himself on this point he entered into a bind- 
ing contract to purchase the property. Whether he obtained the prop- 
erty at a bargain price is immaterial. What is material- is that the 
price he did pay — $65,000 — is a very substantial sum k? money. 

"It is of interest that defendant's application for a permit and 
petition for rezoning. were filed on the same day. The contention of 
plaintiffs seem lo be that this was the start of a race in which defendant 
had no right to participate, but we cannot adopt that view. If, as the 
township officer later certified, and this court found, defendant's appli- 
cation and plans were in accordance with the township ordinances and 
regulations, he was entitled to the prompt issuance of a permit and 
his petition for mandamus was filed with perfect propriety. As we 
view the matter, he was the equitable owner of a valuable piece of 
real estate, and his efforts to protect his interest in that property by 
vigorously pushing to completion his already formulated plans were 
entirely justifiable, and not at all evidence of an absence of good 
laith, especially in view of the fact that the property in question had 
since 1927 been zoned for multiple dwellings. There was no duty cast 
upon him, as we see it, to sit idly by until the township commissioners 
disposed of the petition for rezoning. 

"Consequently, we cannot find that up to that point, or thereafter, 
defendant was lacking in good faith, and we therefore conclude he had 
a fully vested right which should be protected. 

"Our conclusion is that the amending ordinance has no reasonable 
telation to the public health, safety, morals or general welfare, and 
that it is unreasonable, discrimination against this particular property 
and its owner, the defendant. 

"The argument of plaintiffs and the contentions of their zoning 
expert are not convincing. The usual arguments have been advanced 
in support of the ordinance. These include the view that the location 
of an eighty family apartment on this site, will obstruct light and air 
because of its height and bulk; the number of automobiles will be 
greatly increased, resulting in increased traffic and parking hazards 
and problems, as well as an accompanying increase in noise; the den- 
sity of the population will be increased; that it would encroach upon 
and have a deletorious effect socially and economically upon the ad- 
jacent high class residential district. 

"Examining these arguments as they may be pertinent to the case 
in hand, we find they have little merit. As a limitation or obstruction 
of light and air, it is unquestionably true that any building will to some 
extent have this effect. It appears to us, however, that such a diminu- 
tion of light and air by the proposed building will be inconsequental, 
if noticeable at all. . . . We agree with defendant's witnesses that what- 
ever obstruction of light and air results, there will be no harmful 
effects therefrom. 

"As to the increased number and use of automobiles, undoubtedly 
there will be some increase. However, the addition to parking prob- 
lems will be negligible, for accomodations for 'on-site' parking are 
t'ery generous, fully ample, it would seem, to keep additional cars off 
'he streets. It must also be borne- in mind that Old Lancaster Road is 
a well traveled highway; that this area is near a very busy commercial 
«rea, and that therefor the percentage in traffic increase will be slight, 
especially in view of the extremely large number of twin and row 
nouses in the neighborhood adjacent to this property, all of which are 
equipped with garages. Moreover, while the chief objectors to this 
apartment house made much of the assumption that Latches Lane 
would bear the greater proportion of any Increase in traffic, that is 
not unnecessarily true, for the apartment drives will both lead into 
Old Lancaster Road, thus affording most convenient access to City 
Line Avenue. 

"That there will be an increase in density of population cannot 
be denied. That this circumstance, together with other factors Involved, 
will have the effect of putting the community on a "social or economic 
toboggan," however, is a conclusion to which we cannot subscribe. 
Unquestionably, in the immediate vicinity, including that where the 
intervening plaintiffs reside, is a high class residential district, but we 
cannot see that the erection of this high class, modern apartment, will 
have adverse effect thereon. 

"The factor of safety has been mentioned by counsel Except as it 
may be related to the slight increase In traffic, with which we have 
dealt, this factor favors defendant more than the plaintiffs for the 
proposed apartment house will be of fireproof construction, a feature 
(hat would not necessarily be incorporated In single family residences 
! hat could.be built on this tract were the amending ordinances per- 
mitted to stand. 

"Defendant has argued at some length that the motive of the 
parties seeking amendment of the ordinance, since -such amendment 
was sourht solely against him and his project, renders the amendment 
■n valid. However, we fail to see the relevance of any motive on their 
-^art, or indeed on the part of the township commissioners, except as 
'he existence of such motive may negative the proposition that the 
■rd'na'nee was required for the public good. There is evidence from 
which it would be possible to infer that the change in zoning was 
sought not so much for the public good in general, but for the benefit 
of a few members of the public. 

"In our opinion, to sustain the amending ordinance as valid, would 
be to lay aside all concepts of what does or does not bear a reasonable 
or substantive relation to the public good. 

"It Is for these reasons that we have concluded the bill must be 
lismissed."

County Figures 
Point To Rise 
In Delinquency 

More Twp. Youths 
Before Coivt In 
1946 Than In 1945 

An increase in the amount of 
juvenile delinquency in Lower 
Merion Township last year is indP 
cated in a report submitted last 
week to the County Court of 
Quarter Sessions by Chief Juve- 
nile Probation Officer Teter J. 
Frnscino. 

Frascino stated that, contrary to 
the trend in the County as a 
whole, where the number of juve- 
nile offenders was almost halved 
last year compared to 1945, 23 
Lower Merion youths, compared to 
20 in 1915. were taken before Ju- 
venile- Court. 

In the county at large, 167 juve- 
niles appeared in court last year 
compared with 328 the year before. 

Since late Spring, it was re- 
called here this week, Lower Mori- 
on police officials have been send- 
ing to Juvenile Court only those 
offenders charged with more seri- 
ous crimes. 

Youths picked up on minor 
charges, like window-breaking, are 
given stern warnings in the pres- 
ence of their parents or guard- 
ians and are sent to Norvistown 
only if they prove incorrigible. 

The names of many Lower 
Merion youths, whose offenses in 
other municipalities might result 
in their being sent to Norristown, 
thus do not appear on Juvenile 
Court records. 

Local police officials said this 
week they have not yet completed 
tabulating their own records of 
juvenile offenders and offenses 
and thus could not comment on the 
figures relaesed from Norristown. 
Frascino's records indicated that 
13 of Lower Merion Township's 
23 delinquents who appeared in 
Juvenile Court last year came to 
Bryn Mawr. Nine were listed as 
living in Ardmore, and one from 
Gladwyne . 



In 1945, only seven were listed 
from Ardmore, 14 from Bryn 
Mawr, and none from Gladwyne. 

Also in 1945, Merion and West 
Manayunk were listed as the 
homes of two delinquents each. 
None was listed for 1946. Wyn- 
newood, in 1945, sent four to Ju- 
venile Court, and none in 1946. 
Haverford sent one to Norristown 
in 1945, none last year. 

The Borough of Narberth sent 
one to Norristown in both years.

Know Your 
State 

During the last few years ship- 
building has been one of Pennsyl- 
vania's major industries. At the 
height of the War effort in 1943, 
it was fourth in employment with 
a labor force of 73,000, third in 
compensation paid to workers, and 
fourth in the value of its products. 
In 1944 shipbuilding had risen to 
third place in the value of out- 
put with a total production valued 
at $591,000,000. 

The contribution Pennsylvania 
shipyards were able to make to 
the national defense was based on 
a steady progress in the building 
of vessels extending back nearly 
three hundred years. The first 
ship constructed in our shipyards 
was launched in 1647 at Tinicum 
on the Dalaware River below 
Philadelphia. 

In 1792 Pittsburgh built the 
"Western Experiment" which sail- 
ed down the Ohio and Mississippi 
to the Gulf of Mexico — the first 
sailing vessel over to make that 
voyage. In 1797 the first large 
American baitKship, the Frigate 
"United Slates", was launched in 
Philadelphia. 

The steambboat was the inven- 
tion of two Pennsylvania silver- 
smiths, John Fitch and Robert 
Fulton. It was on the Delaware 
that the first steam-propelled ves- 
sel was put into operation by 
Fitch in 1787, and the first steam- 
boat launched on western waters 
was a side-wheeler, the "New Or- 
leans" built in Pittsburgh in 1811. 
The building of iron and steel 
shipsships began with an iron 
steamboat built at York, Pennsyl- 
vania, in 1826, and in the west 
with an iron steamboat built in 
Pittsburgh Jn 1839. The second 
iron battleship ever built in the 
world and the first in the United 
States was launched at Erie in 
1843. This ehip now named the 
"Wolverine", is still on exhibition 
at the Presque Isle State Park. 

The shipyards in Chester, 
Pennsylvania, now among the larg- 
est in the world, were pioneers in 
the commercial building of iron 
ships. Shortly after the Civil 
War, the first American fleet in 
the transatlantic trade was oper- 
ated from Philadelphia to Liver- 
pool. From that time on, the 
steady development of shipbuilding 
along the Delaware, where the 
League Island government ship- 
yards add to the output of private 
firms, his given that River the 
nickname of "The American 
Clyde". 

During the War, Philadelphia, 
Erie and Pittsburgh shipyards 
produced hundreds of vessels of all 
types for the United States Navy.
